Tuition & Room/Board Rates 
Established for 1990-91 
Academic Year 

During their November meeting, the Avila College Board of Trustees 
approved the 1 990-91 institutional budget, including revised tuition, room 
and board rates. Full-time undergraduate tuition will increase 9.2%, from 
$5,950.00 to $6,500.00 per academic year. Graduate tuition will increase 
to $1 80/$1 90 per credit hour. Part-time undergraduate credit hour costs 
will increase to $1 50.00. These increases are determined by examining 
the costs of operation for the college as well as the necessary tuition 
income to provide a balanced budget. 

Room and board rates in the residence halls will be $2,900.00 for the 
full year in double rooms; $3,400.00 per year in single rooms, as space 
permits. 

The College Administration releases tuition information at the end of 
the Fall Semester to allow students to consider and contract for the 
Guaranteed Tuition Program. This Program, designed for full-time 
students, freezes a current student’s tuition at $5,950.00 for four com- 
plete years. The contract is due December 15. 1989 and must be 
accompanied by a premium cost of $595.00 (10% of the current tuition 
rate). The College can only off erthis opportunity during the first semester. 
This is one way that Avila College can help you beat the high costs of 
tuition over a four year period. Contracts and details about the program 
are available in the Office of Student Life, the Business Office and the 
Financial Aid Office.

During the 1 971-72 school year 
at Avila, Sister Colette Doering 
(pronounced D-A-R-l-N-G) taught 
sculpture and ceramics. Amidst 
the arriving students to Avila Col- 
lege that school year, two students 
- - William Russel Ross and Lowell 
Swindler, Jr. - - enrolled in Sister 
Colette’s sculpture class. Encour- 
aged and supported by Sister 
Colette, Ross and Swindler exe- 
cuted plans for major projects. By 
the end of May 1972, the sculp- 
tures pictured above, their proj- 
ects, they had completed: incar- 
nating forever Ross and Swin- 
dler’s ideals for the future of our 



country. Working through the rain 
and mud of the 1 972 spring, Ross 
constructed his pyramid-shaped 
structure implanted adjacent Mar- 
ian Centre; Swindler and a partner 
Reed Ludwich constructed the 
steel dove work marking the en- 
trance to Blasco Hall. 

William Ross’s work, the pyra- 
mid, Sister Colette classifies "con- 
structivism, a building with materi- 
als.” Lowell Swindler's work, the 
dove, Sister Colette classifies a 
"welded line structure.” Supplies 
for both works were donated by 
professional companies and local 
sources. Sister Olive Louise Dal- 



lavis, Avila College President at 
that time, contacted construction 
companies for the necessary pre- 
paratory mixing and digging serv- 
ices - - services and supplies those 
companies donated, also, for the 
works. 

All necessities provided, Ross 
and Swindler designed and 
planned then assembled and 
completed their projects by gradu- 
ation day of 1972. Their works 
well-accepted by the campus, the 
two students received honor by 
the dean at that May’s graduation 
convocation.
